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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's September 25, 2006 REMARKS have been reviewed and are 
convincing with regards to the previous rejection. Thus, it is withdrawn. The Examiner 
regrets the lack of compact prosecution. However, the following action is deemed 
warranted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 3, 7, 1 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

From each of claims 3, 7, 1 1 and 13 the phrase "the group" lacks antecedent 
basis and is not clear what group is being referenced. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the Invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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5. Claims 1-13 and 30-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Ukita et al,. US 6,622,174 or Banerjee et al„ US 2002/0147638. 

Ukita discloses, e.g. Figs. 1-18, a method of advertising by sending via a 
telecommunications network, e.g. 2-10, to a subscriber terminal, e.g. 1, receiving a 
reply, e.g. when conditions verify terminal one is a subscriber terminal and/or matches 
conditions specified by the advertiser, while in a standby mode and sending at least one 
advertisement to the subscriber terminal, e.g. 1 . 

Banerjee discloses, e.g. Figs. 1-11, a method of advertising by sending via a 
telecommunications network, e.g. 14. 20. to a subscriber terminal, e.g. 12, receiving a 
reply, while in a standby mode and sending at least one advertisement to the subscriber 
terminal, e.g. 12. 

Applicant's September 25, 2006 REMARKS have been reviewed, but are moot in 
light of the new grounds of rejection.
